PREVALENCE  OP , AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  epidemic  of  measles  subsided  during  the  early  months  of  the 
year.  Whooping  uough  was  prevalent  during  the  closing  months.  The 
scarlet  fever  cases  notified  were  in  scattered  localities,  and  at  no 
time  took  on  the  character  of  an  epidemic.  From  my  available 
records , I can  find  no  deaths:  the  type  was  of  an  extremely  mild 
character . 

The  provision  for  the  Immunisation  of  Diphtheria  has  been  widely 
taken  advantage  of,  and  the  majority  of  chile  ran  in  the  District 
should  be  protected.  The  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  that,  as 
children  grow  up  and  especially  to  school  age,  immunisation  should  be 
performed.  I am  afraid" there  is  a tendency  to  lose  sight  of  this. 
There  have  been  only  two  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  yecr 
Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Deroham  Isolation 
Hospital .

GENERAL  REMARKS 

In  spite  of  wartime,  food,  and  other  restrictions,  the  year  1941 
has  been  by  no  means  unhealthy;  measles  and  whooping  cough,  being 
now  notifiable  diseases,  swell  the  records,  but  these  epidemics  occur 
regularly  and,  being  very  infectious,  spread  rapidly,  in  many  almost 
un preventable  ways. 

It  is  a noteworthy  fact  that  the  health  of  the  whole  country  has 
been  remarkable  good  during  these  years  of  war  and,  as  far  as  I can 
see,  the  Rural  District  of  Freebridge  Lynn  is  no  exception  to  that 
happy  state  of  affairs.
